-GCI takes steps 
to stop escapes 


Glades Correctional Institution 
Superintendent Robert Turner said 
Tuesday he has received “blanket 
approval" from Tallahassee to stop 
the rising number of escapes...but 
still has no authority to take the 
one step he believes would solve 
the problem. 

Turner also said a major new 
security device due to go into 
operation the latter part of this 
week may have triggered the 
escape Saturday of six inmates, 


which in turn triggered the 
approval from Tallahassee to cover 
the problem. 

That security device is an 


electronic surveillance system al- 
ready virtually installed between 
two fences around the central 
compound which alerts correctional 
Officers when anyone walks across 
the ground between the fences. 

"It's touch-sensitive,” Turner 
said. "It's sensitive enough a cat 
walking across it would set it off. I 
say it may have caused the escape 
because the prisoners probably 
realized they couldn't have gotten 
away after it becomes operational." 

But if the electronic surveillance 
system proves an invaluable aide 
in detecting escapes, Turner 
indicated it won't provide the final 
answer. 

"Equipment makes up about 15 
per cent of the security here," he 
said. “The other 85 per cent is 
human. 1f that breaks down, 
you're lost and that's obviously 
what happened here this те." 

Two officers were fired Monday 
because they failed to alert other 
guards at the local prison when the 
six-inmates tunnelled out of their 
dormitory and then climbed the 


two fences bordering 
surveillance system. 

"Only two things could have 
happened," Turner pointed out. 
"From where those two (guards) 
were, they could easily have seen 
the escape. Either they didn't see 
the inmates escape because of lack 
of vigilance or they saw what 
happened and failed to report it. 
There's no other possible explan- 
ation.” 

He said neither of the two 
correctional officers had been on 
the job longer than six months, 

Which underlined what Turner 
said is the largest single factor in 
the number of escapes in recent 
months, * 

Не said that while the 
requirements — for training of 
correctional officers are steadily 
getting stricter, and the caliber of 
personnel is getting better, there 
has been no balancing increase in 
pay for the officers, 

"We probably Have a higher 
average of education here than any 
other employer in the area," 
Turner said. "The state requires 
that every correctional officer 
complete a 160-hour college level 
curriculum of study and a lot of 
our people have four-year college 
degrees. 

“The trouble isn't the quality of 
the personnel," he said. "Oh, some 
of them may not have the 
experience but they won't stay 
here for the pay they're receiving.”

Dr. Franklin replied that the 
air within this chamber will soon be worse than 
hat outdoors. 

“ "Соте! Open the window and come to bed 
and,I will convince you. 

I believe you are not acquainted with my Theory 
of Colds." 

"Opening the window and leaping into bed, I 
said 1 had read his letters to Dr. Cooper, in which 
he had advanced that nobody ever got cold by 
going into a cold church, or any other cold air. 
But the Theory was so little consistent with my 
experience that I thought it a paradox. However, 
I had so much curiosity to hear his reasons that I 
would run the risque of a cold. 

“The Doctor then began an harrangue upon air 
and cold and respiration and perspiration with 
which I was so much amused that I soon fell 
asleep..." 

Mr. Adams later told me, “I remember little of 
the lecture, except that the human body, by 
respiration and perspiration, destroys a gallon if 
air in a minute -- that two such persons as were 
now in that chamber would consume all the air in 
it in an hour or two -- that by breathing over 
again the matter thrown off from the lungs and 
the skin, we should imbibe the real cause of colds, 
not from abroad but from within." 

Jerome Turk, reading this dispatch so far, 
developed such a self righteous smirk that I fear I 
will be made more uncomfortable this winter than 
by taking a simple cold or two. Fortunately, Turk 
puffed away moments later to intercept Gen'l 
Arnold.

Farmers must participate 
in drafting management 
plans to curb pollution 
under the Clean Waters Act 
programs.
